THE HOUSING SITUATION 


EW residential construction in central 
and southern Ohio this year will reach 


the highest point since 1930, is the belief 
of many housing experts. Circleville has a 
splendid chance to add to this fine record 
by supporting the plan of the Chamber of 
Commerce to build a model home under 
the Federal Housing Plan. The idea of the 
business organization is to speed construc- 
tion of new homes. The city's housing sit- 
uation is deplorable. Many families rent- 
ing two or three rooms are watchfully 
•Baiting an opportunity to move into 
a 


modern property. If full co-operation is 
given the Chamber of Commerce program 
' the housing condition will undoubtedly be 


righted within a short time. 


A survey by Federal Housing experts 


shows a uniform scarcity of rental prop- 
erties in various Ohio cities. These include 
Gallipolis, rents up 20 per cent over last 
year; Dayton 10 per cent; Nelson ville 5 to 
10 per cent; Bellefontaine and Greenville 
up to 20 per cent; Findlay 10 per cent; 
Springfield 20 per cent; Columbus 15 to 20 
per cent. 


New building programs have put hun- 


dreds of trade men to work. Gallipolis, 
KTelsonville and Greenville report 100 per 
cent employment in the building trades. In 
Upper Arlington, Columbus suburb, per- 
mits have been issued so far this year for 
32 single dwellings costing $361,750.

tion of symptoms was five years. 


About f>0 per cent of them can be 


elieved by careful diagnosis of what 
substance Is responsible for the irrl- 
ation.

asthma as early as five years usually 
cutgrow It before the age of 15. 


Digestive symptoms are common In 


these patients and begin at an early 
age. 
Variable appetite, food dislikes, 


caprlclousness about food, cyllc vom- 
tlng and diarrhea are common mani- 
festations. 
Ill most cases these 


symptoms are due to food allergy and 
frequently a common food, but here 
again tha 
patient appears to de- 


velop Immunity to this food and out- 
grows the condition In the course of 
time. 


Among the worst manifestations 


in children are those In the ekln, 
with 
the 
development* of chronic 


hives antl eczema. Some food is usu- 
ally the cause, although substance* 
that come Into contact with the skin, 
such as animal hair, or feathers, 
clothes, bedclothes, mattresses and 
pillows, may be responsible.
